Of late years this has 
been generally referred to as the Sen¬ 
eca Trail, though one may look In the 
old histories In vain for tha, term 
It Is the outgrowth of the accounts 
that such a trail was garrisoned and 
policed by the Seneca Indians in tlie 
days when the Iroquois held posses¬ 
sion of the country.

Mohawks. Onondagaa, Cayugas, One- 
Idas, and the Senecas. That year 
Tuscaroras moved up from the Cher¬ 
okee country and after that the Iro¬ 
quois were known as the Six Nations. 

In the war of Braddocks Defeat 
1755, the capture of Fort Duquesne, 
1758, and'the Battle of Point Pleas¬ 
ant. 1774, the Iroquois and the Vlr 
glntans were allies. But In 1770. on 
the breaking out of the Revolution, 
the Iroquois agreed to fight for the 
British, and there was* hair-buyer at 
Detroit, and the country weat of the 
mountains was constantly harried 
by these northern Indians who had 
been their friends for many genera 
tlons prior to that time. 

In this Immediate territory, refer¬ 
red to In those days as the the moun 
tains of West Augusta, a military 
policy was adopted of organizing a 
department of scouts to anticipate 
the dreadful stealthy raids of these 
Indians. They were referred toss 
Indian spies. That was tbe name 
for the service and It was considered 
to be of the greatest Importance and 
the moat aklllful woodsmen were em 
ployed upon It, and they took a spe¬
